GIVING BRITISH YOUTH A CHANCE 


(By Viscount 
. London. 

Because Fascism comes from 
Italy, shortsighted people in this 
country think they show 2 sturdy 
national spirit by deriding it. 

If their ancéestors had been equal- 
ly stupid, Britain would have had 
no banking system, no Roman law, 
nor even any football, since all of 
these are of Italian invention. 

The Socialists, especially, who 
jeer at the principles and uniform 
of the Blackshirta as being of 
foreign origin, forget that the 
founder and Hivh Priest of their 
own creed was the German Jew 
Karl Marx. 

Though the name and form of 
Fascism originated in Italy, that 
movement 1s nut new peculiar to 
any nation. It stands in every 
country for the Party of Youth. It 
revrexents the effort of the younger 
generation to put new life into out- 
of-date political systems. . 

That alone fs enough to make ita 
factor of immense value in our na- 
tional affairs. 

Youth is a force that. for yenera- 
tians has been allowed to run to 
waste in Britain. This country 
j has been xoverned since far back 
in Victorian times by men in the 
middle aixttes. When prosperity 
was general and the international 
{horizon calm, thut mattered little, 
‘but to cope with the grim problema 
of the present day the energy und 
vigour of younger men are needad, 
Being ‘myself in the middle sixties, 
1 know how stealthily and steadfly 
that seventh decade saps one’s pow: 
ers and stiffens one’s prejudices. 

Under the inert and {rresolute 
eontro) of these elderly statesmen, 
the British Government. {s equally 
without real popularity at home and, 
prestige sbroad. In the vital mat- 
ter of alr-defence this country has 
haen allowed to sink from the fore- 
most to the lowest porition among 
the Great Powers. While the lead- 
ers of other States are reorganising 
their national resourcer to break 
the crushing grip of the world- 
crisis, our own are content to drift 
and dawdic. They are persistent 
only in preparing British abdica- 
tion in India and Ceylon by the 
same methods as Jost Southern Iye- 
land to the Empire. 

Movement Makes Progress 

The Blackshirt movement fs the 
organised effort of the younger gen- 
eration to break this’ stranglehold 
which senile politicians ‘have so 
long maintained on our public af- 
fairs.
